WASHINGTON, D. C, Angust 8.—The 


story of gralt in the federal depart- 
ments here is spreading worse than 
yellow faver. It is stated that the 
charges sprung cu the geological sur. 
vey will necessitate a thorough prob- 
ing of that bureau and the mere con- 
nection of some officials with a mining 
paper in the west, while admittedly 
improper, will not be the most serious 
thing that will be unearthed 
The 


charges against the weather bureau 
are stated on equally well-frundcdpar- 
tisan evidence to be ''entirely absurd'1 


and "capable of full substantiation." 
It is likely that both bureaus will re- 
ceive the attention of the Keep commis- 
sion and how much turns up or how 
much remains hidden, is a matter of 
the future. There remains yet the 
n»yy, war and state departments to be 
caught ia the drag net siid then the 
round of the departments will be com- 
plete. To be sura the state depart- 
ment had a little scandal of its own 
some time back, hut the charges in the 
Bowen-Loomis case were dismissed as 
unfounded and it has been considered 
a rather unsafe thing to criticise high 
state department officials since then. 
It is quite possible, however, that if a 
thorough investigation of the depart- 
ment were made some queer things 
might be turned up in the line of "vis- 
its to inspect consulates," aad other 
relies of previous 
administrations. 


This is only thrown out as a sugges- 
tion. The army and navy have been 
singularly free from serious scandals,

known to go wrong, while the chances 
for graft in the navy are limited so far as 
the actual service is concerned though 
there are some phases of war-ship con- 
struction that might stand looking 
nto.

Meantime Secretary Wilson 


has announced his intention to forego 
a vacation this summer and to stay at 
home and clean up the investigation 
business this summei. There is com- 
paratively httla of the summer left for 
uuch a lu-£c job. It h?.b Apparently 
been pioved by outside evidence that 
there was nothing wrong in the bureau 
of animal industry in connection with 
tbe meat label business, but there will 
probably ba a number of disagreeable 
things unearthed when it comes to in- 
vestigating the whole of the meat sub- 
ject in the department. It is claimed 
by some of the smaller competitors of 
the beef trust that they could not get 
meat 
inspectors assigned to their 


plants by the department and wera 
therefore prevented from using the de- 
partment's certificate label and put at 
a disadvantage especially in tne export 
trade when such a label is & necessity 
At the same time Dr. Salmon, the head 
of the bureau of animal industry, states 
that he was not given money enough 
to pay the meat inspector', that tho 
business of his bureau is now running 
S6 000 to 38,000 a month over its limit 
and if there is not some radical action 
taken by congress he will not be able 
to carry on the inspection work next 
year. 


That is just where tha hitch has 


come between the executive depart- 
ments and congress and it promised to 
raise considerable trouble at the com- 
ing session. Tha action of the bureau 
of animal industry m running ahead 
of its appropriaticn is only a sample of 
what is going on very largely in all 
the departments. It is a practice bit- 
terly resented by the legis'akve branch 
o! the government and is one bound to 
cause trouble when the appropriation 
bills come up at the impending secsion 


The supporters of the administra- 


tion are still busily explaining the 
attitude of the executive toward the 
coming reciprocity conference. This 
is a very sore subject both at the 
White House, temporarily installed at 
Oyster Bay, and in tha various depart- 
ments where the members of the cabi- 
net preside. The fact ie that the admin- 
istration while pledged to reciprocity 
and tariff revision, has been badly snub- 
bed by congress on the subject of rec- 
iprocity treaties and is afraid of get- 
ting tangled up with an unofficial dem- 
onstration 
that 
however much it 


miy belie/3 and assert itself to be 
strictly non-partisan, is likely to devel- 
op a strong political bias before the 
last vote of thanks is rendered. The 
country decidedly needs both a scal- 
ing down of the tariff walls and a sen- 
sible arrangement with foreign coun- 
tries en which rejiprocity treaties 
could be negotiated. The matter is be- 
ing delayed and put off and probably 
will not bs touched till as late as pos- 
sible in the coming session. But the 
movements of foreign countries in the 
line of discriminating duties makes it 
imperative that the situation shall be 
met in the near future, ana it :s simp- 
ly a question of whether tbe high- 
ly protected 
interests will allow 


congress to make the necessary con- 
cessions or whether the country is 
going to be plunged into a commercial 
w»r with the rest of the world that 
will prove quite as costly ia the end 
as the armed fight in the far east has 
been. 


Japan, has notified this government, 


unofficially of course, that she will do 
her utmost to discourage laborers from 
going to Panama. The same sort of 
resistance has been met in Italy and 
China, the other two countries where 
it was intended to advertise for labor- 
ers, and it looks now as though this 
country were going to be thrown back 
on the native labor supply for digging 
the big ditch between the two oceans
